THE INDIANS. 
BILL FOR THE ALLOTMENT 
‘ LANDS IN SEVERALTY. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 13.—[Special.|—The 
general sentiment of the Senate Committee on 
Indian Affairs is understood to be in favor of 


SENATE or 


providing for the allotment of lands in sever- 


alty to the Indians, and a bill for that purpose 
will probably be reported at an early day. 
That introduced by Senator Coke embodies all 
the features of the proposed legislation which 
have been fully diseussed by the committee. 
This measure provides that the President shall 
be authorized to cause the survey of such reser- 
vations as are suitable for grazing or agricult- 


ural purposes whenever the progress in civiliza- 


tion of the tribe lopated thereon shall be such 
as to encourage the belief that an allotment of 
lands in severalty would be to their best inter- 
ests. The plan of division will be as follows: 
To each head of a family, one-quarter of a seo- 
tion; toeach orphan under 18 years of age, 
one-eighth of a section; and to each person 
under 18 years, one-sixteenth of a section. 
Where there is not sufficient land to be divided 
as above, then the reservation shall be allotted 
pro rata. Where the lands on any reservation 
are mainly valuable for grazing purposes 
an additional allotment shall be made, 
and any two or more Indians who 
rome agree to use their lands in common may 

0 80. 
shall fail to make a selection within five years 
after the President shall direct a division, then 
the agent shall, under the direction of the 
Secretary of the Interior, decide upon the al- 
lotments, and patents shall be issued accord- 
ingly. Any Indian not residing upon a reser- 
vation can make settlement upon any lands of 
the United States not otherwise appropriated, 
and the fees for the local land office shall be 
paid by the Government. The United States 
will hold the lands thus allotted in trust 
for the Indians for twenty-five years, at the end 
of which time will convey the same by patent, 
free of all charge or incumbrance, to said In- 
dians or their heirs. This provision is to pre- 
vent sales in the meantime, and any contract 
or conveyance which may be made before the 
expiration of the time mentioned will be de- 
clared null and void. ‘ 

The reservations which are to be exempted 
from the provisions of this act are those of the 
Cherokees, Creeks, Choctaws, Chickasaws, and 
Seminoles in the Indian Territory, and the Sen- 
eca Reservation in New York. The consent of 
two-thirds of the male members of each tribe 
must first be obtained, however, before 
provisions of this act shall extend to any tribe 
of Indians. 

NOT ENOUGH TO GO AROUND. 

Mr. Dawes,Chairman of the Senate Committee 
of Indian Affairs, in speaking of the propo- 
sition to allot lands in severalty to Indians, 
says that the great difficulty is that there is not 
a sufficidnt quantity of available or arable land 
to allot. In the localities where Indians are 
now situated there is extremely little agricult- 
ural land, and. as game is rapidly disappear- 
ing, the sole dependence of the Indians are 
their rations from the Government. White 


settlers are taking up nearly all the good agri- 
cultural and their rights have 
become 80 vested that they could 


not be removed, even if it were the 
purpose of the Government to do that. The 
selection of the locations for some of the 
agencies, notably that of the Rosebud Agency, 
is very unfortunate for any agricultural pur- 
pose, as the agency is surrounded -by an alkali 
plain, and there is no land in sight from which 
a white man could gain alivelihood. The more 
the Indian problem is studied, in fact, said Mr. 
Dawes, the more difficult does it become. Yet 
there are but 300,000 Indians to be cared for by 
some 50,000,000 of people. The Indian popula- 
tion, however, is increasing rather than dimin-

PROSPECTS OF LEGISLATION BY THE SENATE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 13.—|Special.]—A 
gentleman who has given some attention tothe 
subject of bankruptcy legislation, pending the 
discussion now in progress before the commit- 
tees, gives the following as his views regarding 
the prospects of the passage of a bill: The 
Senate Sub-Committee, consisting of Messrs. 
Hoar, Ingalls, and Garland, which has the mat- 
ter under consideration, will probably submit 
to the full committee both the Lowell bill and 
the equity bill introduced by Mr. Ingalls. Mr. 
Hoar is the champion of the former, 
while Mr. Ingalls is, of course, in 
favor of his own measure, and Mr. 
Garland is opposed to any legislation 
upon the subject. Last winter the Ingalls bill 
was reported favorably from the committee, 
but after a long discussion the Senate substi- 
tuted the Lowell bill instead by a vote of 34 to 
30. Senator. Brown’s motion to postpone in- 
definitly was defeated by a vote of 34 to 26. It 
is believed that the successors to those Sena- 
tors who voted for the Lowell bill last year 
will favor it with the possible exception of 
Bowen, of Colorado. On the other hand Sena- 


tor Cullom favors the measure, while 
David Davis was opposed to it. 
Owing to the great pressure being 


brought to bear upon Congress to adopt some 
system of National bankruptcy, there is every 
reason to believe that the majority in the Sen- 
ate will be greater than last year, especially if 
the committee presents a favorable report. 

IN THE HOUSE. | 


It is difficult to ascertain the prospects of 
bankruptcy legislation in the House. As a 
rule the Democrats in the House, especially 
those from the South and West, were opposed 
to bankruptcy legislation last year, only 
five voting in favor of the bill. If 

same ratio of opposition exists in 
the House this year there would 
be little prospect for its passage there. The 
majority of the Judiciary Committee, however, 
seem to be inclined to favor a bankrupt law. 
Messrs. Culberson, Dorsheimer, Collins, Reed, 
‘Taylor, MeCoid, Poland, and Broadhead will 
vote in favor of the Lowell bill. Bisbee is 
rather disposed to do so. Messrs. Hammond, 
Moulton, Maybury, and Browne are determined 
to oppose it, while Tucker and Seney need more 
light before making up their minds. It is be- 
lieved that the meeting of the Bankruptcy 
Convention, which is to be held this week, will 
have a decided influence towards furthering the 
passage of some sort of a Bankruptcy bill.

ABSORBING THE SURPLUS REVENUE, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan, 13.—{Special. 

The Commissionsr of Pensions has been ex- 
amining the pension bills which have been in- 
troduced. His investigations show that, if all 
the bills should be enacted, there would no 
longer be any question of surplus revenue. 
The amount required to pay the pensions to 
soldiers of the War of the Rebellion alone un- 
der existing law, provided all claims shall be 
filed before July 1, 1888, is $1,295,729,000. This

One agent 
alone is said to have sent out more than half a 
million circulars to the addresses which that 
list contains. In this number of possible 
clients are included a great many now on the 
pension list who may be entitled to additional 
pensions. The number of applications for in- 
crease of pensions has more than doubled 
since the publication of the list. More than 
100 bills have been introduced to extend the 
privileges of the pension law. i

DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE. 
PROVISIONS OF CONGRESSMAN DUNHAM'S BILL. 
Congressman Dunham will tomorrow introduce 
a bill to establish a Department of Commerce, 
of which the following are the principal feat- 
ures: The department shall have supervision 
and care of the commercial, manufacturing, 
and-mining interests of the United States, and 
shall be charged with the execution of all laws 
relating to trade and commerce, forcign and 
domestic, to rivers and harbors, lighthouses, 
port charges, quarantine, emigration, pilotage, 
tonnage, and generaliy of all matters included 
in the navigation laws, and shail have the 
supervision of all officers and agents appointed 
to carry the laws into effect. The department 
is also to collect and publish al}/manufacturing, 
mining, and commercial statistics.

THE SENATE COMMITTEE DISCUSSING THE LAW. 
D. C., Jan. 13.—[Special.|— 
Discussion in the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations yesterday took rather a wide range 
on the question of the amendments to the Chi- 
nese restrictive law. Senators Edmunds and 
Sherman held, it is said, that the difficulty with 
the law in fact was that Judge Hoffman was 
mgre responsible for the last holes made in the 
law than were the Chinese violators of it. They 
criticised his action as a violation of 
the spirit of the law as well as the 
letter, and said that if the courts con- 
strued the law with such freedom there was 
not much encouragement to pass another law, 
for courts may in time make the law a gate for 
the Chinese to enter. The opinion of the com- 
mittee was that when they did propose a new 
law they will endeavor to make its provisions 
so clear that even courts cannot go wrong. 
Mr. Edmunds said there was no doubt in his 
own opinion cbut that Congress had a right to 
make it necessary for all Chinese who came to 
this country with passports to have them cer- 
tified to by American Consuls in China, 
MEXICAN RECIPROCITY. 
OPPOSITION TO THE PROPOSED TREATY. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 13.—It is expected 
that a considerable portion of the present week 
will be devoted by the Senate to the considera- 
tion of the Mexican recipocity treaty. <A 
proposition has been made in executive session 
that the discussion take place with open doors, 
and many Senators expressed themselves in its 
favor, but ents, with one exception, are 
against such a course, and it is uncertain what 
decision will be reached. It is believed the 
treaty will be ratified, but serious objections 
will be made during the progress of the dis- 
cussion. There are Senators who apprehend 
war and prospective annexation as a result of 
the complication they think sure will grow 
out of the attempts of Americans to 
establish themselves in Mexico. Others 
the opinion that, if the President and Senate 
may establish free-trade relations with one 
nation, they may with all, and thus exclude the 
popular branch of Congress from any partici- 
pation in the exercise of one of the most im- 
portant functions of Government—that of 
raising revenue. It is also to be argued that 
reciprocity treaties exist between Mexico and 
other Powers, conferring upon them all the ad- 
vantages granted the most favored nation, and 
the ratification of the present treaty would not 
therefore confer upon the United States con- 
spicuous advantages, since other treaty na- 
tions must be admitted to share the benefits. 
By the provisions of the treaty ratification 
must take place the present week or the matter 
falls.

attention to the affairs of the New York, West 
Shore & Buffalo Railway Company, which was 
opened through to Buffalo at the beginning of 
the year. The reported transachons in 
these bonds exceeded $5,000,000 yesterday; 
they were only a little smaller Friday, 
and, since the admission of the remainder 
of the issue by the Stock Exchange Wednesday, 
they have reached nearly the $14,500,000 then 
listed. The bonds fell to 57% yesterday from 
604, and after a smart rally to 5814, closed 
active at 57%. It bas been admitted lately that 
‘the company was in need of money 
to complete its road and puy additional equip- 
ment. Daily meetmgs of its Directors have 
been held to devise some plan by which these 
purposes might be aceom plished. Nothing 
was done yesterday, although it has been re- 
ported for several days that a new mort- 
gage had been decided on, and that the 
whole issue had been taken. Officers of the 
company denied that any plan had been agreed 
on. It is understood that liberal offers of 
money have been made recently, but 
that none ot them has been ac- 
cepted. “One reason why we have 
not taken some one of the offers,“ a Director 
of the company said, is that we did not 
know from whom the offers came. I would 
prefer to see the road in the hands of a Re- 
ceiver rather than it should fall into Mr. 
Vanderbilt's control at this moment.“ 
| STREET RUMORS. 

There have been numerous reports lately 
that property would soon pass to the hands 
ot.the Pennsylvania Railroad, the Grand Trunk 
Railway of Canada, and the New York Central 
Railroad, to which it is almost parallel. It has 
been stated publicly that Gen. Porter 
recently attempted to borrow a large 
sum of money fréim the Pennsylvania Railroad 
on the security of second-mortgage bonds. All 
these rumors have been denied by the officers 
of the company. Since the annual meeting,

Company, which engaged to build the line, 
it has been known, that the two companies 
have been trying to settle their accounts. It 
is understood that the construction company 
has spent a large amount of money in 
excess of its contract price, but that 
it claims the railroad company is 
responsible for the whole sum. The 
amount of this difference is variously stated at 
from $5,000,000 to $8,000,000. The Construction 
Company is known to have sought for a sum 
variously stated at the above figures, to pay 
liabilities already incurred in the com- 
pletion of its work. Various efforts have 
been made to secure this sum from different 
parties and on different plans. All having 
proved unsuccessful the Construction Com- 
pany was compelled to go into a Receiver’s 
bands. | 
THE RECEIVER. 

The appointment of a Receiver for the North 
River Construction Company created general 
surprise here, although the great depreciation 
of the stock of the Construction Company had 
excited the belief that a crisis in the affairs of 
the company was at hand. It was understood 
that the West Shore was not materially affect- 
ed. The North River Company built the New 
York, West Shore & Buffalo Railway. 

The Receivership was secured on the applica- 
tion of Valentine L. Lary, the President of the 
New Jersey & New York Railroad, who is a 
member of the firm of Ward, Mackin & Co., 
contractors for work on the road. Chancellor 


Runyon, of Newark, N. J., appointed Judge 
Ashbel Green, of Tenafly, N. J., a member of 
the law firm of Alexander & Green, of this city, 
the Receiver. The Construction Company was 
incorporated under the laws of New Jersey in 
January, 1881. Its capital of $500,000 was in- 
creased to $10,000,000, all paid in when it be- 
gan work on the West Shore Road. The Con- 
struction Company was organized with the 
primary object of building the road. 
u PRESIDENT'S STATEMENT. 

Gen. Edward F. Winslow, the President of 
the company, said this evening: The appli- 
cation was made in the interest and for the 
protection of both creditors and stockholders 
of the company. I think it is understood that 
this aetion is in no way hostile to the company, 
but was instituted for the purpose of invoking 
the protection of tho court to preserve and 
hold intact.the assets of the company, among 
which is more than $20,000,000 of the stock of 
the New York, West Shore & Buffalo 
Railway Company, coustitutmg a majority 
of its whole capital stock. In carrying 
out its contract for building the West Shore 
Road the construction company has con- 
structed a railway upon the most approved 
methods, the superiority of which is generally 
recognized, but on account of the substantial 
and elaborate character of the work, the effort 
to finish the road to Buffalo before winter, the 
damages from the continuous rains. of last 
spring, the exactions of the State authori- 
ties in requiring the building of ma- 
sonry sustaining walls along the canal 
larids, the increased cost and amount of 
real estate, the extra equipment provided, etc., ; 
the cost of completing the work considerably 
exceeded the enginecr’s original estimate, and 
the construction company was left with an in- 
debtedness which it could not meet until its 
final settlement with the railway company and 
the adoption of a financial plan for raising the 
necessary amount of money, of which about 
$3,000,000 is due at the present time. The con- 
struction company had in the meantime to 
choose one of the alternatives of borro 
money at a high rate upon the pledge of its 
assets, and running the risk of their passing 
into the hands of parties representing rival 
railway interests; or selling its controlling in- 
terest in the West Shore Company at the pres- 
ent artificially depressed prices; or allowing the 
company to be placed under the strong protec- 
tion of the court by means of a Receivership. 
The last-named was chosen. This action, 
it is thought, will ve the 
time to make its ments without im- 
periling its assets. The p does 
not in any way affect the status of the West 
Shore Railway Company, The road cost 15 
per cent more to build and equip than the en- 
gineer’s estimate. The cost altogether is near- 
ly $60,000,000. The entire obligations of the 
construction company are about $4,000,000. 
The consiruction company have an unadjusted

A MUTUAL ARRANGEMENT. 

Ex-Senator James Mackin, of Newburg, a 
member of the firm of Ward, Mackin & Co., 
said at the Fifth Avenue Hotel this evening:

The announcement in yesterday's 
that the Utah Traffic Association,” formed 
last Friday by the General Freight Agents of 
the roads interested in the Utah business was 
“off” again because General-Manager S. H. H. 
Clark, of the Union Pacific, refusés to confirm 
the agreement, caused much chagrin in rail- 
road circles. The fact that, in view of the ex- 
isting complications between the Western 
Trunk-Line Association and the Burlington, 
the Utah roads had succeeded in forming a 
pool, thus stopping the disastrous war waged 
on Utah business for more than a year past, 
was taken as an indication by railroad-men 
that there would be no war between 
the Western Trunk-Line ‘ Association and 
the Burlington after all. But Mr. Clark’s 
action in refusing to approve the agreement 
has dispelled such hopes, as his refusal is taken 
as an indication that he expects a war with the 
Burlington on Nebraska business, and is, there- 
fore, not willing to enter into any agreement 
with the Burlingtan or its ally, the Denver & 
Rio Grande, until it has been definitly deter- 
mined whether there is to be a war between 
the Western Trunk-Line Association and the 
Burlington or not. Mr. Clark gives as his rea- 
son for refusing to affirm the Utah agreement 
that the percentages agreed upon by the Gen- 
eral Freight Agents are unsatisfactory. This, 
however, is believed. to be merely a pretext, 
ag the arrangement was certainly favorable

its poetry. “Lord, thy pound hath gained ten 
pounds. are words which came into the morals 
of the Testament, not because of the money-mar- 
ket, but because in all the departments of life the 
one is expected to become ten. The one who ac- 
eumulates money is the fit subject of irony 
or rebuke when he accumulates nothing 
else. But he is to be admired and 
envied if his ten pounds, made from one, helps 
Him turn one idea into ten. and to enlarge tenfold 
his love of his home, his race, and country. To 
make childhood expand into the higher cegree of 
youth, and then youth redouble its forces and 
possessions into manhood, and then to have man- 
hood advance with an accelerating ratio, changing 
little into much and much into more, is the law of 
God in the human race.

This isolation of man from the brute world ap- 
pears the moment you mark that the brute king- 
dom, older than the kingdom of humanity, has 
yet no treasures that have been heaped up in 
its long existence. It holds the talent given 
it perhaps a million years ago, but can 
point to no amassing of language, or art. 
or learning, or wisdom; but the moment 
you contemplate man you are face to tace in 
presence of u restiess world—as though mind 
in general were something that is aiming at a great 
but far-off destiny. It retains carefully all that 
was given it in the outset and all that issued out of 
ft, and, at the end of a thousand years, each new 
life inherits the whole thousand-year estate and 
then begins its additions to that wonderful in- 
heritance. Language began long ago to appear as 
the means of ideas and emotions, and from its early 
poverty it climbed up togreat riches. All languages 
are one in essence. If Greece possessed 60,000 
words then Greece had that many things, or actions, 
or states of being. By intiection and composition 
these thousands passed up into millions of ideas. 
All other languages are only otber names for the 
same original truth. Thus there are a hundred 
names for the sun but there is only one sun. Thus 
all languages are one, and if-the lish tongue 
possesses now twice as many words as the Greeks 
possessed, that would remind us that the human 
race had doubled its treasures of mind and body 
since Homer aud Pericles. Language has become 
a fhillionaire. One idea has led to another until 
there is a paradise where once there was a sandy 
plain. ‘How rich has the human family at last be- 
come! It bas lost nothing, it has gained much, 
and now compared with it as it sits down amid its 
property in the form of arts, and sciences, and in- 
dustries, and inventions, and cities, and homes, 
and pleasures, any one rich man is only a beggar. 


_ The brute world does not enlarge itself, but man's 


realm advances and thus points outa resemblance 
between man and the Creator. 

From this general survey the reflecting mind can 
pass to the individuul and can read the law of hig 
highest good. Charming as childhood and youth 
gre they are not to be lamented when they pass 
away, because they have died only that something 
better may come.

O, the fabulous riches of each advancing mind! 
Its accumulations, could they be measured, would 
surpass the legendary riches of Crosus or Solo- 
mon. Wisdom has come until the words which 
fall from the lips seem to have fallen from 
Heaven, so true and so pure are they in import and 
expression. Hearing or reading after these minds 
you are in the presence of thoughts too high to be 
decorated by poetry or assisted by music. But 
what a poverty-stricken thing was any one of these 
minds when it was only a year old! It would ask 
for the moon as a present, and would suppose that 
the sun at night went down inthe ground back of 
the schoolhouse. 

What a wealth of language comes in the later 
period! Words have been falling for perhaps 


the memory, and the reason, and the affections. If 
the mind has been full of industry—of reading, and 
retiection, and conversation—it at last becomes 
richly laden with language, and no princess royal 
ever approached a marriage ora throne with such 
splendid apparel as belongs to that mortal whiéh 
has been guthering up for a lifetime the beautiful 
drapery of words. Shakspeare is said never to 
have uttered the same phrase twice; If some ut- 
terance impresses you with its truth or beauty. 
linger over it, it will never meet you again. In other 
dramas you will pass to other regions in thought 


and love and will not pass one object a second 


time. In such minds as these, and they make a 
large army, their language is far more marvelous 
than their accumulations of gold or of useful in- 
ventions. 


in the simple, the elegant, the grand. 

becomes more spiritual and more affectionate, and 
kinder thoughts and words come and come more 
frequently. A Carlyle is an exceptional personage. 
In him the more years the more bitterness, but the 
law of the race gives us the opposit result—the 
more white hairs the more charity. Youth loves 
irony and biting speech; but when the beart 


wishes to be forgiven, and can detect sooner the 
points of goodness in man and the lines of truth in 
a creed. The perfect is not so harshly demanded 
or impatiently looked for; but in its stead the im- 
perfect is welcomed and is ornamented with the 
drapings of forgiveness and love. Thus the whole 
drift of the taste changes, and, although higher and 
purer than ever before, itis more generous and 
torgiving. A young person of fashion entering a 
city or a village will say: What dirty streets! 
what rude men! Age will say: What progress 
the world has made! whatindustry! what homes! 
what happiness! what a world! 

Bat in no path does man accumulate more treas- 
ures than along that of friendship. When he lives 
close to God's laws of education, and language, and 
taste, and morals, the realm of friendship becomes 
immense. Many a man and woman in private life 
possesses friends numerous as an army. Some ab- 
normal soul saſd: Lou can reckon your acquaint- 
ances by the hundred, but you can count your 
friends on your fingers.’’ But this ts the language 
of an ascetic or of some unfortunate who thought 
friendship to be a bank for the loaning out of 
money on infinit time. The truth is, the average 


friendship whi babbied ong in a small field in 
childhood to manhood & great river sweeping 
majestically through a contident. A public singer, 
or actor. or statesman going into voluntary exile 
finds suddenly that exile is death, for these had all 
been living upon the sweet ether of friendship. It 


quet of friendship—the food that gives life to the 
soul. But those public personages are only types 
of what is taking place in the common multitude— 
an everiasting accumulating of friendship to be be- 
stowed and received. 

While thus meditating the utterance of St. Paul 
whispers to you its import. You see how insig- 


sequent long sweep of days. The first falls away 
like the scaffolding when the temple walls are done. 
The early tints upon the cheek are beautiful, but 
should our race reach its ideal condition and be- 
come able to read its supreme excellence it would 
estimate those early colors as mere background 
upon which the mind's picture was soon to be 
painted—all those childish pinks, and reds, and 
whites to be wholly covered up in the future elab- 
orations of a nobler picture. Thus childhood sees 
through a glass darkly, and has no conception of 
the beauty, and learning, and language, and taste, 
and friendship in the far-remote seasons. It goes 
on prattling as a child, thinking as a child, speak- 
ing as @ cnild. 

And now at last we have just come up to the 
meaning of the Saint.

Here Greek, and Koman, and Asiatic thought, and 
beauty, and wealth had converged, but all was in- 
jured by sensuality, for here the goddess of all 
animalism held her sway; here 3.000 priestesses 
celebrated her worship with all the glitter.of in- 
famy, and here all the multitude lived in a philos- 
ophy the lowest and most ‘hopeless. But, after a 
year and a half of labor, Paul founded in that brill- 
jant but lawless city a little Christian church, and 
to it he sent this thrilling vision of a life to come. 
As childhood looks through a dim glass and does 
not see the manhood beyond, so the half-million 
souls in Corinth were failing to mark their ap- 
proach toward a wonderful land beyond the tomb, 
but the worshipers in the littie Corinthian church 
must stand forth all glorious in the light of immor- 
tality. Thechildish things of this world would 
pass, and lo! eternity would be before them in full 
reality! What a letter for that church and city 
of the early centuries! Corinth has long since 
crumbled; what was once 80 great in that metropo- 
lis has become dust, but Puul’s letter has been 
opened and read by many millions of living and 
dying; and amid all the music of our gifted epoch 
no strain is sweeter than the words: Now we see 
through a glass darkly, but then to face.

lost their place in the living faith of the peopie; if 
not openly rejected, they have only an indifferent 
assent. But the churches are trying to hold on to 
these moribund beliefs, and are burdened by them; 
and meantime the people are drifting into infidelity 


or in sentiment, or in the mastery over physical 
forces, and as a result of this, society becomes | 
80 different from what it was. 

Our conception of society, then, should be not 
alone of something that was, nor of something that 
is, but something that is ever becoming; and hence 
in its fullness is yet to be. But this larger concep- 
tion of the progressive order of things is not 30 
easily reached. The life of an individual or of a 
generation extends over but a few years; and it is, 
perhaps, not strange that a thinker or an inventor 
should suppose that be had reached the limits. 
Nor is it to be wondered at that such a one should 
try to give permanence to his works, and hence 
should try to cust his thoughts or inventions into 


an unchangeable form. 

From this effort to give fixity and unchangeable- 
ness to things society experiences both good and 
evil. It would have been a great loss to the world 
if the early inventors—the men who gave us the 
first rude engines and astronomical instruments— 
head been so far impressed with the imperfec- 
tion of their work and of what might 
yet be as not to have given us 
what they had; for, imperfect as it was, it made 
possible something better. And soit would have 
been a loss to mankind had the early thinking of 
the race been thrown away as the toys of child- 
hood; or had the history of those early ages not 
been preserved. And we could ill afford to be 
without the wanderings and gropings of the human 
mind in the past after the truths of science, or 
government, or religion. And we may say that it 
was fur better that the thinkers in all these depart- 
ments of learning should have had the egotism to 
suppose even that they had found the exact truth, 
and to have cast it into unchangeable molds, 
than to have so discredited their ability as not to 
have formulated their thought at all. 

But from all this there comes the disadvantage to 
society ef having the imperfect and the false bound 
up with the true, and in this form handed down to 
the future. If all these systems of philosophy, 
and science, and government, and religion could 
have been properly labeled—marked as imper- 
fect,“ and in this form been sent ou to the next age 
for correction and revision—the great volume 
would have reached our time with many of the 
errors eliminated and many of the truths devel- 
oped into fairer and richer ptoportions. But com- 
ing down to each age with the increasing weight of 
the authority that antiquity is supposed to confer, 
and with no intimation of their partial and imper- 
fect character, but rather with the assumption of 
completeness, many of these ancient and crude 
customs, and forms, and ideas have been exalted 
to positions of authority in thought and life, and 
sume have even received thé stamp of infallibility, 
and hence of unchangeableness. 

In this way society has had fastened upon it 
special and strange customs in different countries, 
as the custom of the Chinese to bandage the fect 
of little girls so that a woman would bave the feet 
ofachild. And in mostof the Old World some 
form of political or religious despotism has de- 
sceuded from generation to generation for many 
centuries and still holds its power over the people. 

But the obstructions thus placedin the way of 
progress have nowhere been so great as in the 
path of religion. In the field of invention the in- 
ventors themselves have been glad to go forward 
and improve upon their first efforts; and the way 
has always been left open for others to take up the 
work of their predecessors and carry it on to greater 
results. inthe world of thought no philosopher 
or scientist has claimed a monopoly, but has sub- 
mitted his reasonings and conclusions to the judg- 
ment of mankind, knowing that by this they must 
at last stand or fall. And in the domain of gov- 
ernment, where it was only natural that the ruling 
power should seek its own perpetuation, the reli- 
ance hus been mainly upon its strength, and hence 
the way hus been open for possible changes 
through revolution. But in the realm of religion 
there has been the strange feeling that the first 
conceptions and statements were the best—were 
perfect; and hence there has been with nearly all 
writers and schools an indisposition to change—a 
dread of change. This reluctance seems to have 


would be a confession of ignorance, or weakness, 
and that such an admission would weaken the 
authority of the teacher, and hence, also, the au- 


ow, all this comes from the assumption that re- 
ligion must be perfect at first—muast be born a full- 
grown man, and nota child. Everything else, it is 
confessed, must have a childhood, anda growth, 
and must after awhile put off its first garments, and 
move away from the cradle and its toys; but re- 
ligious ideas must be perfect at first. And hence 
religion has had to wear the garments of its child- 
hood, and carry along its first thoughts for thou- 
sands of years. An early century decided that 
Christ delegated his authority to Peter, and 
through him to the Papacy, and that idea must now 
go on to the end of time. The Reformers gave a 
certain shaping to religious doctrine, and that must 
not be changed; and Wesley ran hastily through 
the Thirty-nine Articles of the Church of England, 
and gave the Methodists twenty-five articles, and 
these must remain forever just as he gave them. 
Denominations have grown up with certain ideas 
of their leaders, and to admit that these leaders 


agnosticism—are in danger Of letting the true 


go with the false. It is utterly useless to try to 
carry along the old views of verbal inspiration and 
to insist upon all parts of the Old Testament as of 
equal authority and value. It is history, it is biog- 
raphy, it is a war-book, a surveyor’s book, it is 
poetry, it is literature, and parts may be legend; 
but it is more than old wives’ fables”; it has a 
method and a divine spirit running through the 
centuries and revealing the providential leading 
and education of the Hebrew people. It hasa deep 
and profound sense of God, and carries forward 
the loftiest conception of righteousness, and in 
many places breathes the very atmosphere of piety. 


I think it hurts rather than helps the cause of 


religion to try to carry along that methaphysical 
jumble and juggiery thut stumbles reason and con- 
fuses and hurts the moral sense by punishing the 
innocent instead of the guilty, and making faith a 
substitute for righteousness, and then calling it 
the mysterious plan of salvation,” and asking the 
people to believe it in order to be saved. And re- 
ligion is hurt by the doctrines of endless punish- 
ment that makes God a merciless monster rather 
than a loving Father. But religion is helped 
men are helped and God is glorified by intelligent 
views of the Bible, and by the blessed truths that 
run through the Old andthe New Testament that 
God is holy: that He is just and merciful; that He 
hutes sin; that He punishes for our good; that He 
forgives the penitent and welcomes back the return- 
ing prodigal, and that He will deal forever with 
every soul as a Father, 


Such doctrines as these have the support of rea- 


son; they appeal to all that is truest and best in the 
universal sense of right. And it is upon these 
plain truths that religion must rest in our more 
rational age; and here its foundations are secure.

These are the old paths,“ the old truths of re- 


ligion; always old, always new, forever the same. 
Truths of God, truths of the soul, truths of expe- 
rience, truths so simple that the wayfaring man 
or the little child can understand them, and yet so 
deep, so high that no learning can ever transcend 
them. O, what a field is there here for religion— 
the vast world and life of principles and conduct. 
Let the world go on learning and doing, let men 

ink—let them doubt what does not seem true; 


e mission of religion is to keep alive the inner 


gense of sin and righteousness, and to lead man- 
kind to walkin the ways that are good. And the 
ultimate goal of the soul's becoming is character or 
final harmony with the law of universal love.

HOW TO RETALIATE.. 

There is no question about the American 
sentiment on the exclusion of American pork 
products from France and Germany. It de- 
mands retaliation, prompt and decisive. The 
American people are conscious of the wrong 
that has been done them, and of the libels 
heaped on them, and also of their own inde- 
pendence, which enables them to resent it. 
France and Germany haye added insult to 
injury in this matter; the injury is In the 
prohibitory discrimination against American 
meats, and the insult is the false p 
that this policy has been adopted as a sani- 
tary measnre. It is admitted in Germany 
that prohibition was determined upon in‘ the 
interest of the landlords deriving rent from 
hog-growing. It is equally notorious in 
France that the prohibition of American 
meats there was designed to increase the 
profits of French packers at Nantes and 
other points. If Herr Bismarck and Mon- 
sieur Bert had said outright that the purpose 
of the embargo placed on American hog 
products was to punish the Americans for 
their high tariff on German and French 
goods they would have furnished a basis for 
negotiation. Diplomatic inquiry could have 
been instituted to ascertain whether the 
American Government was discriminating 
against German and French manufactures to 
an extent warranting retaliatory and prohib- 
itory measures, Butthe French and German 
authorities are aware that they cannot suc- 
cessfully — their course on that ground, 
as their is about as high as ours. 
Hence they lie about the real cause’ of the 
unfriendly prohibition. 

The attitude taken by France and Ger- 
many leaves but one course which the Amer- 
ican Government can take with dignity. 
That is prompt retaliation. In adopting it 
the American authorities will not be forced 
to resort to lying, and if they were they 
should not admft that French and German 
diplomatists can outdo them in that line. As 
a matter of fact, however, there is more 
basis for prohibiting the importation of Ger- 
man knit-goods colored with poisonous dyes 
and cheap Spanish and Italian wines doctored 
at Bordeaux and labeled with French names 
than for the discrimination practiced against 
American pork. The hog meat produced in 
this country is as free from trichine as in 
any nation in the world, and they know 
it. It must be cooked like other meat, 
and not eaten raw as dogs devour flesh, to 
protect the consumer from any animalcules 
that may exist. It is eaten almost uni- 
versally by all classes in this country, 
and no case of trichiniasis has ever been 
reported outside the foreigners who fol- 
low their native custom of eating it like 
carnivorous animals—raw; or at best in 
a semi-raw condition. But deaths by the 
score from trichine in hogs have been re- 
ported from Germany since American pork 
was excluded, and similar results may be ex- 
pected to recur unless a more civilized treat- 
ment of hog-meat by cooking be adopted. 
Pork cannot be eaten without danger un- 
less it be thoroughly cooked, whether it be 


soil, or whether it be cured and prepared in 
Chicago or Nautes. 

But the time has passed for a discussion 
of the merits of the question. Neither 
France nor Germany stopped for that. They 
shut out the American meats ‘without 
affording the American Government an 
opportunity for defending them. Retalia-

the same manner. It is neither necessary 
nor desirable to discuss the details of the 


scheme in Congress. It is sufficient that the 


National Legislature be satisfied that the 
policy has the approval of the people. There 
can be little doubt of that in Washington, 


The direct and expeditions way of respond- 


ing to the popular demand is to confer upon 
the President the discretion to take such re- 
talitory measures as may be necessary to 
assert American rights in Germany and 
France or any other country. "The details 
may be left with advantage to the experts in 
trade relations, and the discretionary author- 
ity may be withdrawn by Congress at any 
time when it shall appear to be abused or if 
it be exercised in a half-hearted and ineffect- 
ive manner. The thing to do is to retaliate 
sharply; and a short bill, which ought to be 
passed in an hour’s time, will furnish a suf- 
ficient basis for doing so. | 
PARNELL AND DAVITT. 

There ate indications that Michael Davitt 
is likely to create another disturbance in the 
Parnellite camp. Since Parnell’s repudiation 
ot Henry George's Communistic and Social 
istic theory for the seizure of the land with- 
out compensation, which Davitt too eagerly 
accepted, the latter has shown a keen desire 
to criti¢ise his great and wise leader, and has 
hardly acted on his pledges to refrain from 
advocating his impracticable theories. Mr. 
Parnell is quite right now in demanding that 
Mr. Davitt shall withdraw from the Com- 
munistie George party, or else disconnect 
himself from the Land-League party. The 
failure of Davitt's last revolt will be followed 
by a more disastrous failure, as far as Davitt 
is personally coneerned, this time if he per- 
Parnell is the trusted leader of the 
Irish. They have, of necessity, invested 
him with supreme political power. They 
will tolerate no attempt of any individual to 
dictate to him. He is moving as fast in the 
direction of reform as circumstances will per- 
permit. He has already accomplished much. 
He will accomplish more, and that speedily, 
if left to himself. 
Impatience, rashness, and hotheadedness 
have wrought mischief enough to the Irish 
in the past. They have been cursed by im- 


practicable orators, impulsive would-be lead- | 


ers, disunionists, and reckless visionaries. 
For them Parnell seems a providential leader. 
He is cool-headed, persistent, prudent, and 
determined. Hence hesuceeeds. The meas- 
ure of his success for the future will depend 
on the people's confidence in him. IIe has 
compelled an English Parliament to listen to 
the demands he made in the name of the 
Irish farmers, and has educated the English | 
farmers to make similar demands for them 


selves. He has so shaped his policy that he 
has made a hostile people codperate with his 
own in forcing other radical reforms on the 


attention of the governing classes. 

The Irish should bear well in mind what 
he has accomplished after they had been dis- 
heartened by so many failures. They should 
also bear well in mind what he has sacrificed 
for them. He, a landlord and a Protestant, 
English edueated, and of half Yankee blood, 
disregarded all his cherished social re- 
lations and his patrician connections, the ad- 
vantages pertaining ta his rank and fortune, 
his religious assoclations—everything, to be- 
come the leader of a crushed-down Catholic 
people against a power which despised but 
which he has taught to respect them. He 
has been traduced, ‘‘ boycotted,” and cast in 
prison for his course. His college friends 
deut“ him dead, society closed its doors 
against him, aristocratic respectability has 
cursed his name. Shall it be said of the Irish 
that they have been ingrates and fools enough 
to abandon such a man to follow thé will- 
o’-the-wisp leadership of Socialistic cranks like 


Henry George, the ex-associate of the sand- ‘ 


lot blatherskite of San Francisco? Davitt 
will no doubt regret his errors of judgment in 
attempting to force Mr. Parnell into an un- 
wise course, and will soon return to his old- 
time loyal allegiance to his sagacious leader, 
But whether he does or not, it is the duty of 
the Irish loyally to sustain Parnell; to 
frown down all intrigues among their own 
countrymen against him; to banish from po- 
litical life those rash, unreflecting, hot- 
blooded young politicians who hamper his 
action or try to drive him into injudicious 


‘courses, The Irish never before had a leader 


like Parnellso wise, so firm of purpose, 
or #0 successful, They should unitedly aid, 
encourage, and be advised by him if they 
want to be guided to the promised land.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

The market for investment securities is the 
one toward which attention is naturally 
drawn in the opening month of the year. It 
is yet too early, perhaps, to pass judgment on 
the condition and outlook for the present 
season, but the transactions in these securities 
thus far are not highly encouraging. Funds 
have aécumulated enormously at the financial 
centres but they are still in bank. It is evi- 
dently not enough for people to have money 
they must have confidence before they will 
invest it. Bankers in Chicago and elsewhere 
say that formerly a customer, when he had a 
balance to his credit that he did not want to 
use for a time, would put it in a standard 
railroad security with perfect confidence that 
he could get it back any time he happened to 
need it; but now they prefer to let it lie in 
the bank drawing no interest. The feature 
of the market in New York last week was, 


prices are not advanced on them. But every 
week adds to the number of mills and indus- 


trade has been for some months in a pre- 
carious condition, and the manufacturers at 
Troy, unable to compete with Western mak- 
ers, are almost on their knees to their em- 
ployés. The New England nailmakers, who 
are outside the Wheeling combination, are in 
a quarrel with their men over a reduction, 
and cannot make both ends meet if the old 
wages are restored. One of the important 
industries of New York State—the Hudson 
River brick manufacture—which, owing to 
the activity in building, would naturally be 
supposed to have prospered, reports rather 
hard times. The output in 1883 was 650,- 
000,000, or 50,000,000 more than that of 1882, 
and the prices are $2.50 per thoysand lower 
than a year age, The popular preference 
for iron and granit has hurt this business. 
The stocks of textiles in the hands of re- 
tailers are unquestionably low, and there is 
an increase in the number of buyers at the 
wholesale centres. The West and South are 
particularly mentioned as well represented 
in the New York market. Purchases are not 
large, but they exceed the expectations of a 
few weeks ago. ‘There is no evidence of any 
reduction of the stocks at the mills, and until 
they report some activity permanent im- 
provement must not be too confidently count- 
ed upon, One thing decidedly in favor of the 
market is the low prices. Agents are selling 
prints half a cent below last season’s figures. 
America being one of the custom- 
ers of Europe, trade there mut of course be 
much affected by the condition of affairs 
here, but Europe has troubles of itsown. A 
feature of commercial enterprise on the Con- 
tinent is the effort of France, Russia, and 
other countries to get more of the world’s 
commerce away from England, This effort 
is not intelligent to the highest degree. It 
takes largely the form of subsidies to steam- 
ship companies. Some improvement is re- 
ported in the manufacturing interests and 
merchandise traffic of England and Franée, 
but nothing has yet happened to justify the 
expectation of a permanent recovery from the 
present depression. |

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MORMON SOVEREIGNTY. 


ator Cullom, of Illinois, urged the adoption 
inthe Senate Friday of a strong National 
policy against the rebellious Mormons, Sena- 
tor Brown, of Georgia, rose to object. That 
a voice from the South should have risen 
in protest against the demands from the 
North for the maintenance of human 
rights and the supreme authority of the 
Nation was not a fortuitous coincidence. 
The spirit of Mormonism is the spirit of 
slavery, and precisely the same argu- 
ments employed by Senator Brown, of 
Georgia, to uphold the rights of the Mormons 
and the Territory against the Nation were 
used by Cass and Douglas and their South- 
ern associates and by the Supreme Court in 
the Dred Scott case. The dead echoes of 
Senator Stephen A. Douglas’ eloquence in 
defense of the right of the squatter sover- 
eign to take his slaves into the Territories 
despite all that Congress might say against it 
woke again as Senator Brown, of Georgia, 
inveigned against the interference of Con- 
gress with the affairs of the Mormons of 
Utah as “ unconstitutional and indefensible.” 
The same Confederate theory of the nat- 
ure of the Union and the Nation that denied 
the right of the Government to carry on the 
Was for the Union and the same social 
standards that made it right and agreeable 
to keep fellow-creatures in bondage reappear 
in the objections of the Southern Senator. 
He opposes any exercise of the powers of the 
National Government to put an end to the 
rebellious attitude of the Mormons against 
the National Government, the sovereignty of 
which has been usurped by a priesthood 
claiming to be supreme as the actual repre- 
sentatives of God, and defying the laws of 
the Nation not only in their domestic life 
but in the management of the land, the trade, 
and the politics of the Territory. The ex- 
posure of the evils of Mormonism he meets, 
as the Southerners were so fond of doing 
when slavery was denounced, by dwelling & 
the laxity of morals to be seen in the vicin- 
ity of the criticisers of the ‘‘ peculiar institu- 
| 
The arguments of the Southern Senator 
against the constitutionality of Senator Cul- 
lom’s plan for revoking the Territorial Goy- 
ernment given to Utah and replacing it by a 
Legislative Council appointed by the Na- 
tional authority are much more interesting 
for the old State-right and squatter-sover- 
eignty bias which they reveal and for the 
reminiscences they recall of the old debates 
about the right of Congress to prevent the 
spread of slavery into the Territories than 
for any intrinsic excellence they possess as 
contributions to our constitutional law. In 
the Dred Scott case the Supreme Court dea 
cided that Congress had no right to prohibit 
slavery in the Térritories, but the Dred Scott 
case is no longer a precedent in a Union 
without slavery. The pro-slavery and anti- 
National party argued quite in Senator 
Brown’s style that the people of the Territo- 
ries were entitled of right to govern them- 
selves. They denied that Congress could 
legislate on the domestic concerns of the peo- 
ple of the Territories, which the latter must 
be left to regulate for themselves in their 
own discretion. This party went so far in 
their chop- logie effort to deny the facet” of 
a National supremacy anywhere over the 
people that they whittled down the word 
„Territory“ in that clause of the Constitu- 
tion which gives Congress the right to 
„ make all needful rules and regulations re- 


appropriated lands which the United States 
owned, and not the people who gathered on 
them. But these theories are as dead as the 
men who formulated them and the hapless 
Rebellion which was built on the sand of 
disunion. 
When the first detachment of the Mormons 
settled in Utah in 1847 it belonged to Mex- 
ico. In 1848 it became the property of the 
United States by the treaty of Guadaloupe 
Hidalgo. If this treaty had reserved any 
special rights for the Mormons they would to 
just that extent be free from the full meas- 
ure of the obligations owed to this Gœvern- 
ment by the inhabitants of the ‘Territories. 
But there was no such reservation in their 
behalf by the Mexicans. Their forlorn hope 
had but just reached Mexican territory, and 
it is not likely that in the flurry of the war 
their existence was even known to the Mex- 
jeans. The Mormons stand, therefore, solely 
on the same basis as all the other occupiers 
of land in the Territories; nothing interyenes 
between them and the direct arm of the su- 
preme National authority. Whatever right 
Congress has over any Territory it has over 
the Territory of Utah, 
What that power is there can fortunately 
be no question. The power to acquire ter- 
ritory includes the power to govern it. The 
Territories have no power of self-government ; 
they are under the jurisdiction of no State; 
they would be without any Government at all 
if not under that of the United States. Un- 
der the Constitution Congress has the power 
to make all needful rules and regulations” 
for the government of the Territories, In 
interpreting this Story says that what 
shall be the form of government established 
in the Territories depends exclusively on the 
discretion of Congress.” They may give 
such powers executive, judicial; and legisla- 
tive—as they think best. They may alter, 
amend, repeal, or revoke as they decide to be 
for the best. Their power is exclusive, uni- 
versal, absolute, and unlimited, subject only 
to stipulations in the treaties or in the ces- 
sions, which, as we have shown, have no ap- 
plication in the case of Utah, a 
The United States governs Alaska with a 
gunboat. It has disfranchised the inhabitants 
of the District of Columbia, has taken away 
from them all municipal political privileges, 
and put them under, the government of a 
commission. It has given the people of Utah 
a Legislature, and by the same authority by 
which it gave, it can take away. The same |. 
Constitution that makes certain reservations 
in favor of the States reserves nothing’ for 
the Territories. History repeats itself in 
this Southern friendliness to~ Mormonism. 
The Mormons are great accessions in 
the South. Mormonisni strikes as feeble 
root in the North as slayery did, but in the 
South it finds a population that takes as kind- 
ly to polygamy as it did to the fellow-institu- 
tion of slavery, which came . with it to us 
| 


from the Orient. And as Toombs and Yancey 
said to the Nation, You not interfere 
with slavery in the Te Senator 
Brown, as the representative of the same 
spirit, rises today to say that it shall not in- 
terfere with Mormonism in the Territories. 
Senator Brown’s theory of the Constitution 
is a Lost Cause. 


THE announcement is made that M. Léon 
Chotteau is to sail immediately for this coun- 
try to use his good offices to prevent the 
United States Government from adopting re- 
taliatory measures on account of the refusal 
of France to permit the importation of Amer- 
ican salted meats.

Reciprocity is not to be 
attained in that way, and M. Chotteau must 
have a poor opinion of American intelligence 
if he thinks that the hospitality he found 
here before will extend to a graceful and 
meek acceptance of insult and injury at the

The fight was still raging flercely on Reade 
street, and crowds of people stood on either 
side of Broadway, some anxious to get up- 
town and others down, but none daring to cross 
Reade street and run the risk of being hit, by a 
stone or bullet. During all the riot and clamor 
not a policeman was anywhere to be seen. 
Reénforcements coming to the aid o 
the e-street gang, the others re- 
treated to Broadway and fell back to the 
East Side. Here pistol-shots were exchanged 
with startling rapidity, the retreating party 
keeping up a perfect fusillade as they backed 
down Reade street toward Elm. One of the 
boys fell on the sidewalk, and when he was 
picked up it was found that he was bleeding 
profusely from a wound in the bead. Above 
the curses and shouts of the fighters could be | 
heard an occasional cry of pain, proving that a 
missfle had found its mark. 
The people in Broadway, still held prisoners 
by the stones that rained acroes the street, 
looked about hopelesly for the police, but they 
looked in vain.

IN OBEDIENCE TO THE REQUEST OF HIS 
BISHOP HE DISCONTINUES HIS SUNDAY AFT- 
ERNOON LECTURES. 

New York, Jan. 13.—(Special.]}—There was 
an unusually large congregation in the Rev. 
R. Heber Newton's All-Souls’ (Anthon Memo- 
rial) Church tuis morning. The revival of the 
charges of heresy against Dr. Newton has cre- 
ated great interest, it was generally ex- 
pected that he would make some reference to 
the attacks of his brother clergymen in the 
Episcopal Church. After the opening serv- 
ices Dr. Newton arose and began 
to read from a manuscript, which he 
held in his hand: The Assistant Bishop of our 
diocese has asked me to stop my Sunday after- 
noon course of Bible lectures.” In a moment 
every head was bent forward, and the congre- 
gation almost held its breath. He disclaims 
any attitude of authority,“ Dr. Newton con- 
tinued, ‘‘ acknowledging that his right to in- 
hibit my teaching is atleast doubtful. A claim 
of Episcopal authority to silence me by official 
right would have thrown me back on the prin- 
ciples of the liberty of prophesying, but a re- 
quest thus made by my ecclesiastical superior 
and my personal friend appeals to my loyalty. 
He knows the condition of his diocese, and 
would not have made such a request had 


he not felt it wise. His own sym- 
thies with mental freedom and 
onest utterances are so well known 


that such a request becomes doubly impera- 
tive. His task in guiding our church is a del- 
icate one, that I would not willfully make more 
embarrassing. While I know of another side 


to my teaching than that which has been doubt- 


less thrust before him, I cannot but defer to 
his judgment and accede to his wish. I shall 
therefore suspend my course of Bible lectures. 

‘*T confess that it is hard to compiy with my 
Bishop's wish, now that the fire of abuse has 
opened again upon me, and that my fellow- 
presbyters have not scrupled in the public 


press to charge me in contemptuous 
terms with conscious dishonesty, in- 
}sanity, and to demand my instant 


expulsion from the church. Personally, while 
never courting such an ordeal, I have never 
shrunk from facing the issue threatened me 
for exercising the freedom of teaching which 
is the heritage of our church. But I have not 
the right to compromise other interests 
just now, perhaps, of great importance 
to the church, nor have I the heart to — 1 a 
burden on the mind of our venerable B p.

„As for Ohio, all free trade and free-trade 
tendencies were entirely abandoned in the 
platform of this year. The general declaration 
of that platform was protectionist, and 
the clause res ing*wool was most decidedly 
so. As for Democratic platform of 1876 
and 1880, the declaration on the subjet of the 
tariff was of no practical importance. That 
subject played a very remote and vague part 
in the canvass. In 1880 the revenue- 
only plank of the platform was thought to be 
ot so little consequence in itself that Gen. Han- 
cock did not hesitate, under a stress of danger 
in New Jersey, Connecticut, and New York, to 
repudiate and denounce it some time before 
the election. The Democratic party has al- 
ways been comprehensive and tolerant in re- 
gard to this question. Among its leaders there 
has always been a pretty equal number of free- 
traders and protectioniste, and neither class 
of thinkers have had any idea of making their 
doctrine on the subject the exolusive standard 
of y orthodoxy. Accordingly, they have 
tives ana worked together in unity and bar- 
mony.

THE AMERICAN SHNATS. 


A House of Lords in America, 

CHICAGO, Jan. 11.—{Editor of The Tribune.) 
Thore is a subject upon which there has been 
much quiet thinking, but to which the public 
attention has not yet been specially directed. 
I aliude to wnat seems to be a gradual deca 
dence in the status of the United States Senate, 
which, if not arrested by the force of public 
opinion, cannot fail to entail upon the country 
deplorable results. The American Senate, 
once à representative body, is slowly but 
steadily becoming an incumbrance rather than 
a useful help to our National legislation. It is 
being filled up with a class of men more re 
markable for money than for brains. An 
American House of Lords is about what our 
Senate is becoming—representative of cluss 
rather than of the National interests! 

It is time that the independent press of the 
country should begin to look into this matter, 
for it is a mgtter that may be fraught with tre- 
mendous consequences. The Senate, as now 
constituted, is not what its constitutional found- 
ers intended it to be, and the evil is one that 
will grow.

Is it essential that our Senate 
should become a body of millionaires—of men 
whore private interests are so extensive that in 
the nature or things the interests of the peo- 
ple must hold a secondary place? Who dan

ANNUAL CONVENTION OF DISTRICT GRAND 
LODGE, NO. 6—THE LAST YEAR NOT ONE OF 
PROSPERITY—THE NEW OFPICERS. 

The sixteenth annual convention of District 
Grand Lodge, No. 6, Independent Order B'nai | 
B'rith, opened yesterday at Masonic Hall, No. 
112 Randolph street, with nearly 100 delegates. 
Adolph Freund, of Detroit, the President, wel- 
comed them in a few well-chosen remarks. 
The grand officers were all present, and assisted 


in initiating twenty-one Past Presidents in the

Following this ceremony, which was carried 
on in secret session, came the President’s mes- 
sage.

I trust that no future 9 eee 
will encounter so harassing an’ ordeal, and 
that you will find ways and devise means to 
lead the district to progress and achievement 
that will present a striking contrast to what we 
have so haplesly been compelled to pass 
through.” The management of the Orphan 
Asylum was complimented for its untiring ef- 
forts in promoting the comfort and welfare of 
the orphans.

was itself the remnant of a fortune of $100,000 
received scarcely more than a year ago. I 
have here $20. With it I may win back a part 
of what I have lost. I shall wait until I see the 
daylight, hoping a chafige of luck may come 
with it. If I lose this—well, it will be no use 
trying any longer. I shall simply——”’ 

Call again when your luck changes and 
break the bank,” said the deal@. 

No,“ was the response. “I shall not re- 
turn. I shall put an end to my life. That's 
what I will do.“ 

The speaker was a German of middle age, 
tall, well-formed, and of commanding figure. 
His eyes were large, blaek, and unusually 
bright, harmonizing well with a heavy mus- 
tache and black, glossy bair. He was dis- 
couraged and desperate, though he smiled; and 
his lips quivered as he spoke.

Brown, the well-known chemist and assayer of

mines of the United States. The substance of 
Mr. Brown’s complaint was that he and a num- 


ver of other Chicagoans had been induced to 
advertise in the publication on the expectation, 
through the firm’s agent, that it was 
to be original and comprehensive, and of a 
character that would make it indispensable to 
any one in mining matters. “When the 
was delivered—a week ago today—he found it 
to be only Director Burchard’s official report, 
already published and gratuitously distributed 
by the Government, with such alterations as 
omitting the first three pages, inserting a new 
title-page, and adding a supplement of eighty- 
four pages of advertising. According to Mr. 
Brown, the firm simply got a lot of unbound 
copies of the Mint Director’s report, added the 
advertisements and title-page, and sent out the 
whole as a new work, The advertiseme,.ts were 
to have been paid for within three days of the 
delivery of the book. Mr. Brown declined Bs 
pay for his, and expressed his purpose 
the other advertisers to join him = tigh — 
matter in the courts if necessary. 

In ll this unintentional injustice seems to 
have been done the Philadelphia publishing 
firm of A. C. Farley & Co., successors to the 
publishing business ot Farley, Paul & Baker, 
who, as an evidence of their good faith, have 
forwarded their check for $250 and authorized 
Tue TRIBUNE to pay therewith any advertiser 
who considers that he has been swindled. In 
justice to them it is also due that their explana- 
tion of the matter shoud be presented. 

In the first place, there seems to be a confu- 
sion of names which calls for a statement of 
the actual circumstances of the case. The 
firm of Farley, Paul & Baker was dissolved Jan. 
lofthis year, A. C. Farley withdrawing und 
taking to himself, in accordance with the terms 
trade directories then in 


of A. C. Farley 
the firm of Farley, Paul 
became Paul, Baker & Bassert, the two new 
firms being absolutely distinct and disconnect- 
ed: A letter from Mr. J. Sawtelle Ford, a 
Chicago publisher, inclosing Tux TRIBUNE pub- 
lication, was Paul, Baker & Bassert’s first in- 
timation that a page of the work in question 
had been printed. The publication was not 
issued by them, by their authority, or under 
their name, nor were they responsible for it. 
It bas no imprint, but the title-page of the 
original matter towards the close of the book 
bears the imprint of A. C. Farley & Co. as 
publishers. Paul, Baker & Bassert further 
state that, had the previous partnership con- 
tinued, the work would never have been pub- 
lished in its present shape. A. C. Farley & 
Co., in a note inclosing the check referred to, 
state that they mailed a circular some months 
ago to every advertiser in the book, and can 
only explain Mr. Brown's action on the suppo- 
sition that he failed to receive it. The body 
of the circular is as tollows:

THE STATE LIQUOR-DEALERS HAUL OFF ON THE 

HIGH-LICENSE QUESTION, AND WILL HERE- 

AFTER FIRE THEIR AMMUNITION AT ‘THE 

DRAMSHOP ACT. 

The Executive Board of the State Liquor- 
Dealers’ Protective Association convened yes- 
terday at Quincy No. 9, and held a meeting with 
closed doors, lasting until late in the evening, 
and to be continued today at 10 a.m. Mr. Feld- 
kamp, the President, was in the chair, and all 
the members were present. But little cduld 
be learned about the business transacted, but 
it is understood that the Liquor League is 
ready to submit to the High-License law and 
will concentrate its efforts to bring about an 
amendment to the Dramshop act which will 


make it useless as a weapon kor 
malicious prosecution of saloonkeep- 
ers for selling to drunkards or 


minors. Conversing with several of the rural 
members of the board the reporter learned 
that, in the opinion of the saloonkeepers, the 
Dramshop act is used in the small towns to a 
large extent for the purpose of blackmailing 
liquor-dealers, and that rural saloonists care 
far less for. high license than they do for 
the botheration the Dramshop act subjects 
them to. It was also learned that President 
Feldkamp recommended to the liquor-dealers 
that they trust no more in the power of money 
to buy up Legislatures, but to exert, in- 
stead, all possible influence on nominations 
and elections, in order to secure legislators 
interested in the saloonkeepers’ welfare. Mr. 
Feldkamp estimated the expenses of the year 
to be met by the association at $10,000, ich 
amount he proposes to raise by assessing’ the 
membership 36,000, the Brewers’ Association 
$2,000, the liquor-dealers $2,000, and the soda- 
water and cigar dealers $300. The question of 
finances has been referred to a special co it- 
tee, which will report today. It is also * 
likely that at today’s meeting a memorial to 
Congress will be agreed on to support the dis- 
tilling interest in its attempt to get an exten- 
sion of one year on the tax due on whisky now 
in bond. It is also hinted that the board will 
| insist on municipal authorities throughout the 
State classing druggists who keep liquors for 
sale the same as saloonkeepers. 


A MEMORABLE WEEK. 


| THE ENORMOUS AGGREGATE OF TRANSACTIONS 


| DURING THE LAST FEW DAYS ON THE BOARD 
OF TRADE—THE BREAK IN WHEAT—OTHER 
LINES. 
Speculation in grain last week in the 
gate of transactions, developments, events, and 
effect on prices was far ahead of that during 
the previous week. The comparative quietude 
of the first few days gave no indicatioh of 
the excitement which followed. An opposit 
course to that taken by the prices was fore- 
shadowed by the range of values Wednesjlay. 
Indeed, there were, strong signs that the long- 
promised January bulge” had begun in earn- 
est. There were plenty of men who ‘sold 
for a decline, but they were no less 
surprised at the smash which followed 
than were those who had added to 
their already large purchases in antici on 
ot the bulge. The break of five cents in wheat 
and three in corn was scarcely a healthy one; 
but in the former's case least it would seem 
perfectly legitimate. e practically un- 
changed condition of the consumptive demand, 
the continued piling up of stupendous and un- 
equaled stocks, both in this country and in 
Europe, were natural and potent causes to in- 
duce the break, and the reports of heating 
wheat, of failures; and, above all, the sponta- 
neous seare of the longs, were circumstances 
which accelerated it. There was no manip- 
ulation about it. The heaviest aqperators— 
Ream, Hobbs, Cudahy, Eldridge, and Murray—. 
lent the force of their example in openly and 
heavily selling; but the squeeze was simply a 
natural one long deterred, including profes- 
sional speculators here and in New York, tail- 
ers, local operators, and the general public 
alike. The worst twinges were felt by the 
tormer class. The ‘outside public” were not 
nipped to any great extent in the millions of 
loug grain remorselesly slaughtered Friday and 
Saturday at a loss all the way from four to 12 
cents a bushel. They are in the market, of 
course, but toa limited extent only. It is the 
only speculative market in the country haying 
sufficient activity to entice the legions of gam- 
blers who spring up every hour. But is 
no such rush or crush on the part of the 
small-fry gamblers to venture their money, 
and it is unlikely tnere will be until 
prices shall take an upward turn. This they 
may do this week. There was a little good 
buying visible amid the howling and selling 
Saturday, in anticipation of a reactios 
rally, which it is possible may be made. 
Shipments of corn continue heavy, with a 
good demand. According to the receivers, it 
is being hurried forward by the farmers to 
take advantage of the present high prices, and 
the smallest merchantable portion of the crop 
remains to be shipped. ‘There is not the 
shadow of a doubt remaining that the crop of 
1383 will be exhausted by the demand long be- 


fore that of 1844 is ready for market. The 
bull view is taken by the country ut! ap- 
parently. Nevertheless corn stands still or 


moves downward. Speculation has, it appears, 
largely become disgusted with its torpidity, 
under circumstances that should make it 
active, and moved into wheat. 

There is a strong suspicion that the 8 
of the packing kings have taken hold ot pro- 
visions. The firmness of mess pork in the 
midst of panicky wheat and corn strengthens 
the supposition that a firm, sustaining backer 
is beneath them.
